PRICE OF BREAD GOING DOWN 


From Jump oit 5.08 Cents in 1913 


Bread Sold at 9.1 Cents iu August 
and Then Dropped. 1C Per Cent. 
Washington, D. C., March 4.—Retail 


bread prices have fallen «<V l(i per 
'cent since last August. Figures made 
public tonight by the department of 
labor show there was a steady increase 
in price from 1913 until August. 


Using the five.cent loaf sold in 1913 


as the average, the price of bread is 
no\v S.3 cents. The increase began in 
1914 
when bread rose to 5.OS cents. 


In 1915 it went as high as 6.4 and in 
1916 the high point was reached in 
November. The price of 7.5 reached 
then fell ott slightly until February, 
1917, when it again advanced. 
This 


continued until the price of 9.1 was at- 
tained in August.

TEUTONS STIRRING UP 


REVOLUTION IN CHINA 


Russians Massing on Frontier Evi- 


dently Intending Invasion 


Says Report 


Peking, China, Wednesday, Feb. 27. 


—The governor of the Province of Sin 
Kiang, western China, from which 
have come reports that Turks and 
Germans are stirring up the Moham- 
medans telegraphed that the Russans 
are massing on the frontier, evidently 
intending an invasion of Sin Kiang. 
The telegram adds that the people are 
panic stricken and a^ks'that rifles and 
ammunition be sent to the governor. 


The province of Sin Kiang is gener- 


ally designated as Chinese or Eastern 
Turkestan. 
It is bounded on tho 


north by Mongolia, on the west by 
Kussian, and on the southwest by 
Afghanastan and Xorthern India.

London, England, March 4. — The 


British, French and Italian ambassa- 
dors in Tokio intense " yerterday or to- 
day jointly to ask Japan to take the 
necessary steps to safeguard allied in- 
terests in Siberia, according to the 
Daily Mail. 


The newspaper adds that the Amer- 


ican ambassador was not expected to 
join in the request, but that no dis- 
turbing conclusions are to be drawn 
from this fact, as in American opposi- 
tion is expected. 


Japan Will Acl Before Long. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—-Mil- 


itary action by Japan in Eastern Si- 
beria to check German influence and 
protect war stores in Vladivostock, is 
believed here to be imminent. 
The 


United States bar: not ye* expressed its 
views on the proposed step but it was 
said in diplomatic quarters tonight 
that the Japanese probably would 
move quickly to meet emergency con- 
ditions, leaving to the pending diplo- 
matic exchanges developments of an 
undertaking with America and all the 
allies upon the scope of all the pur- 
poses of the enterprise. 


The German explanation 
to 
the 


Swedish foreign office, which has pro- 
tested against the proceedings in Fin- 
land, that the order is to restore order 
and without intent to take permanent 
possession, is regarde^ a a very clear 
indication of what the Teutons may- 
undertake in any part 
of Russia, 


now that the Bolsheviki have been 
forced to accept their hard peace de- 
mands. 


Officials and diplomats here profess 


ignorance of what preparations have 
been made by Japan for the operation 
about to be undertaken. As a matter 
of course, secrecy has been observed 
and a strict censorship in regard to 
the Siberian question is in force at 
Tokio. Possibly the next 
word 
to 


come out of Japan on the subject will 
be an announcement of. something 
done. 


It is recalled that at the beginning 


of the Russo Japanese war the Jap- 
anese acted without any heralding.

egraph poles, and shot full of holes." 


This statement was made by How- 


ard Ifeir.z, federal food administra- 
tor for Pennsylvania, at a luncheon 
of food officials today. 


Mr. Heinz has just returned from a

POULTRY TRADE LOSES 
CONFIDENCEINHOOVER 


Following Order of Food Admin- 


istrator Storage Houses 


Remain Empty

of food administration orders relative 
to disposal of cold storage poultry and 
eggs entered into today's hearing of 
the federal trade commission's inves- 
tigation of the packing house industry. 
H. S. Jones a poultry, egg and pro- 
duce dealer of Chicago, responding to

Hcney, 


counsel for the commission, testiiied 
that there seems t£ be a lack of con- 
fidence among the "trades" in the food 
administration rules. Mr. Jones told 
of the experience of his firm, the 
Schweizer Commission company, in 
connection with the food administra- 
tion's rule that cold storage poultry 
of 1917 should be disposed oC Decem- 
ber 1 January 1, and March 3, de- 
claring that a stock of small poultry, 
classed as light, was sold in obedience 
with the administration rules at a 
loss. 
The 
firm 
h;is nnt since re- 


stocked its storage house. 


"We wouldn't try it again after that 


experience," he said. 


"My judgment is," said the witness, 


"that the trade will take any rule 
without question, but that since this 
investigation began the full confidence 
ot the trade has been disturber!."

Albany, March -I.—A refrendum of 


the auestion on state wide prohibition, 
in preference to ratification of the 
federal prohibitory amendment was 
recommended to tho senate tonight in 
the report of the committee on taxa- 
tion and retrenchment. 


The committee also reported fav- 


orably on the bill designed to bring 
about state-wide prohibition -during 
\\ ar. 


After considerable dickering, the 


senate voted fc» recommit the referen- 
dum resolution and the war emer- 
gency prohibition bill to the taxation 
and retrenchment committee for a 
hearing 
next 
Monday afternoon. 


March 11. 


The resolution as introduced, was 


far more stringent than the proposed 
federal amendment. The committee, 
however, has amended it so as to con- 
form exactly to tho provisions of the 
federal amendment. 


State Prohibition Before National. 
"The first concern of the legisla- 


ture." the report says, "is in relation 
to the state rather than to the nation. 
If it desires, New York can have pro- 
hibition through an amendment to 
the state constitution at an earlier 
date than it can through the federal 
amendment. In the absence of sat- 
isfactory evidence as to -whether pro- 
hibition for the state is favored by a 
majority of the electors, the commit- 
"tee"-favors'the stflmrissron of. th'e-'state' 
prohibition amendment. If passed by 
this and the next legislature, a refer- 
endum can be had at the general elec- 
tion of 1913. If the proposal is de- 
feated the Issue in this state will be 
disposed of at least for the present 
as to both state and national prohibi- 
tion. If it is adopted the legislature 
can then consider the federal amend- 
ment on its merits. This seems to be 
the wiser course because of objections

prohibition in this state. 


Committee Submits Questions. 


If New York has prohibition, are we 


as a state desirous of forcing prohi- 
bition on states that object to it? la a 
prohibition amendment to the federal 
constitution within the purview of the 
constitution forming tho union of the 
states, ' If adopted will its adoption 
set a dangerous precedent in matters 
not properly pertaining to our fed- 
eral government or weaken the union 
ot the states? 
These important ques- 


tions temporarily obscured by the con- 
troversy over prohibition, will stand 
in their proper light i- the issue is set- 
tled by a referendum. 


"In war, restraint of the abuse of 


spirituous liquors in tho Interest of ef- 
ficiency rests upon stronger ground 
than in time of peace. The national 
government has prohibited tho manu- 
facture of spirituous liquors during 
the war and acting in harmony with 
ithe national government, the commit- 


i tee proposes to prohibit the sale of 
spirituous liquors for tho period of the 
war and six months after, only beer 
and wines being permitted." 


The report points out that the stats 


treasury will receive $1:,000,000 from 
excise taxes this year, and a similar 
amount will be distributed among the 
Idealities.

port concluded, "an aggregate annual

"Have you a pig?" is the newest 
slogan of war activity, that of pro- 
ducing more pigs for Dork to help 
win the war. The many branches of 
government activity h?ve been turn- 
ed loose to boost the hog nopulation- 
Community efforts seem likely to 
be centered almost as much on the 
hog as upon gardening and various 
plans will be followed. 
The out- 
standing plan, according to Charles 
O. Uobinson in the "Live Stock Re- 
port," will make the pigs a neigh- 
borhood, municipal and regional 
issue. What already has been done 
in Manitoba will be generally done._ 
"Ten thousand members in agri- 
cultural societies, 15,000 members of 
boys-1 and girls' clubs and 6,000 mem- 
bers of the home* economic associa- 
tions are enlisted in the tremendous 
effort Manitoba is putting forth to 


greatly increase hog production," the 
Hon. Valentine Winkler, Minister of 
Agriculture for the province, said 
during a conference on the live stock 
situation in Chicago.

With most of their fac- 
tories lost the French had to turn to 
the United States for hospital supplies 
The enormous number of -wounded ex 
ccodod their facilities and it Is true 
that some operations were performed 
without anaesthetics or surgical dress- 
ings.

follows that the

•work which tho Cossacks' did in the 
earlier months of .the war, gallant 
work which all Russians did before in-

But whether they do so or not, the 


situation In Russia is assurance that 
tho war from this time must mainly 
be fought by tho Allies upon the west- 
ern front. It will bo a stern conflict, 
but it is one concerning which the 
final issue is not in doubt. Prolonged 
the fighting' may be, but In the end vic- 
tory will perch upon the banners of 
the Allies, and tho pillagers of cities, 
the ravishers of Belgium, tho mur- 
derers of peaceful men and women 
will receive the punishment which is 
their due. The war must he fought to 
this issue, since only in this way can 
liberty be won for tho world.

In view, of this condition and 
the probability that delay would re- 
sult were arrangements 10 oil those 
streets which have in other years been 
oiled, no effort will be made to secure 
petitions for oiling- It is very doubt- 
ful if the city could secure a contract 
with any guarantee to provide it other 
than as soon as possible. It is much to 
be doubted if the citv would be wr.r- 
<ranted in taking favorable action were 
petitions presented. 


There was presented a. petition to 


pave Maple street between Main and 
Center streets. 
Word reached 
the 


board that there arc others whose 
names are not now upon, the petition 
but who desire to sign for pavement 
and the petition was accordingly refer- 
red back to the parties who circulated 
it for further signatures. No decision 
was taken upon the subject. 
It is, 


however, believed, that strong opposi- 
tion will develop to the city making 
any permanent improvements of this 
character at this iir.

For tmlqueness In appearance and In- 


formality In service the Due West 
railroad Is perhaps without an equal In 
the entire South, the Greenville (S. C.) 
Kews says. Although the engines, Nos. 
2 and 3, are very small, and out of date 
compared -with modern locomotives, 
they have a record that Is enviable. 
On Christmas eve. In 1907, the same 
little engine that now does the major 
duty pulled the fast train over the 
new railroad. The first trip was made 
•without any demonstration or show of 
any kind, and since that time it has 
continued to perform Its duty, never 
missing a day or n trip, except on the 
Sabbath, when, no train is 
run. 


Uses 1,000 Pounds of Coal Dally. 
The rolling stock of the IJue West 


railroad consists of two engines, two 
combination baggage and passenger 
coaches and one flat car. 
Contrary 


to a report that has been widely cir- 
culated, the engine Is not put under n 
shelter at night, neither Is it chained 
to the track, as others have stated. The 
engine and coach are not so treated. 
The engines are small, as has been 
stated, but are not narrow gauge. A 
comparison of the amount of coal con- 
sumed by one of these engines with 
that used by a large, modern locomo- 
tive Is interesting. 
Sixteen hundred 


pounds of coal are Tised each day on 
this road, while from 18 to 20 tons is 
the amount ordinarily consumed by a 
large locomotive in a day's time. When 
either engine (Nos. 2 and 3 are prac- 
tically the same in every way) couples 
•up to a box car it suggests an ant at- 
tacking a mole-hill—but, like the ant, 
the engine "gets oft" •with the load. 


Never Had an Accident X 


Three or four things stand out as 


worthy of notice. First, the train has 
never been operated on Sundays. (One 
trip was made about two years ago to 
the town of DonaMs In order to catch 
a train that a patient might be rushed 
to the hospital). 
Second, in that nine 


years of service not one person has 
been injured, either employee, passen- 
ger or tramp, nor has the engine ever 
been turned since being placed on the 
tracks of the Due West railroad. The 
fact that the engine is alwarjs headed 
toward Due West may be due to the 
fact that it was just placed that way In 
the beginning or It may denote loy- 
alty toward the place that is "home, 
sweet home." 


Anyway, the engine has never turned 


its back on the town and the chances 
are that the town will never turn a 
cold shoulder to the railroad. Lastly, 
although perhaps that should have 
been stated first, the railroad owes 
nothing and yet it pays no dividends. 
P- is self sustaining, and, In the'"ian- 
guage of the president Of the road, 
that Is all "that Is desired. 
It was es- 


tablished not only to prove but to-ac- 
commodate the public, and it Is doing 
that dally, despite the derision of a 
great many. 


Train Stops Anywhere. 


The distance from Due West to Don- 


alds Is four and seven-eighths miles, 
or a fraction of a mile longer than the 
dirt road. In that distance there are 
several grade road crossings, and al- 
though they may not be termed regu- 
lar stops it is a rule of the road that 
anywhere a person desires to board 
the train is a stopping place. All that 
is necessary IB to make the onglneer 
understand that a passenger deslrea 
to get on and the train comes to a 
standstill. This is also in accordance 
with the policy of service, and no per- 
son is denied the privilege of riding 
Just because that person failed to 
reach the depot in time—the simple 
process Is to cut across the flelds to 
the track and beckon to the engineer 
to stop. 
After the passenger or pas- 


sengers are taken on the train pro- 
ceeds without any undue excitement. 


Only Three Employees. 


The employees of the road number 


three. J. T. Boland Is the engineer, 
having made the first trip over the 
road In 1907. 
John McDill Is conduc- 


tor. 
Mr. McDill also runs the automo- 


bile which is operated by the railroad 
company and which makes connections 
with the Interurban cars. Jim Gllhaugh 
is the fireman. Ho also serves as 
switchman and brakeman, when one is 
necessary. Mr. R. S. Galloway Is pres- 
ident and chief owner of the railroad. 
Mr. Galloway was the founder of the 
rood and he has the satisfaction of 
having established n road that has 
meant more than words can express to 
the section traversed by it.

The agricultural census just com- 


pleted of '1,333 Otsego county farms 
fcy the State Food commission co- 
operating vrlth the State Educational 
department and the Farm Bureau, has 
revealed many points of Interest. The 
success ot the census is due almost en- 
tirely to the loyal and sacrificing work 
of the teachers and pupils. The weath- 
er and roads were unfortunately very 
bad indeed. This added greatly to the 
work, however, but very few of the 
reports reached this < nice late. 


The labor situation is perhaps of the 


most Interest to farmers at present, 
,AVe find that thero are 5,864 persons 
giving tiieir entire time' to farm work 
compared with 15,114 last yqnr. It is 
an easy matter to see where the de- 
crease has gone. Ninety-one men have 
enlisted and 1G3 drafted who were 
Tarming last year; in addition 042 have 
left for other xvOrlc. This loss is made 
nip partly by "Gl! men farming now 
who were engaged in some other work 
a year ago. Last year there were 1,- 
169 hired men on farms in Otsego 
county, today there are- 1,070.
